The First Event. 


The first event arranged by the 


rVorld's fair committee of the Chicago 
common council took place at 9 o'clock, 
.ml was more closely associated with 
Chicago's birth and early history than 
,ny thing else on the programme. 
The old Pottawattamle chief, Simon 


Pokagon, 
whose 
father, 
Leopold, 


deeded the land upon which Chicago is 
juilt, and who had been induced to 
come from his homc,in Hartford, Mich., 
'or Chicago day, stood beside the 
Columbian bell with uncovered head 
a the dress of the white man and re- 
ceived the homage of thousands. Ho 
was born sixty-three years ago, Sep- 
tember 27 last, on the day that the

agents of the United States govern- 
ment. By his side stood tbe most 
ricturesque figure among more than 
•00,000 
people.

imbs. A head

and 'a breech clout cof beaded buck- 
skin. He wore moccassins and looked 


typical Indian on the war path al- 


though he came with a message of 
>eace, standing as a, historic figure bc- 
iween the Chicago of yesterday and 
.he Chicago of to-day. He was c^ief 
John Young, 00 years of age, who 
came from the I'ottawattamie reserva- 
,ion near Niles, Mich., to tell the peo- 
ile of all nations that his father, who 
jore the same name, christened the 
World's fair city "Chica_go," which Ht- 
erally interpreted, means "Where the 
ikunk dwells." 


These two old and feeble Pottawa- 


.oinie chiefs were the idols of the hour. 
Several thousand people scrambled 
md pushed in a -wild endeavor to shake 
their hands. Miss Emma C. Sickels, 
the heroine of Pine Eidge, introduced 
,he two Indiana to the multitude which 
surrounded the new clarion of liberty, 
lefcrring to Chief Pokagon, she said: 
Thle mogn laoent olty now has as Its guest an 


old and feeble man whose life haa been spent 
n exile from the land of his fathers Where 
ils father onoe presided over councils he now 
returns to nnd an exposition ot the pence and 
progress of the world This IB the first time 
;hut a place of honqr or any recognition has 
•eon given at the Columbian exposition to tho 
ttr<t Inhabitants and owners of this country 
The ground upon which these two Indians 
Btiuut Is really theirs, because the United 
States government haa not yet paid thorn for 
t 
Uut the uionoy will be paid after years ot 


appealing through moral and legal channels 


Chief Pokagon was received with 


treat cheering, waving of hats, etc. 
He had his speech written out, but only 
read part of it as hia command of En- 


was not sufficient for tho occasion 


nor his voice strong. This i* part of 
what he said and was said for him: 


If any of my countrymen feel the sting of 


neglect because their rights have been Ignored 
at the great World's fair until now, I beseech 
them to lay aside ulltbltlerness or spite.

in other days, but rather let us hope for the 
future and rejoice In tho present. Tho ques- 
tion comes up to us again and again, what can 
bo done for the best good of the remnant of our 
race The answer to me is plain Wo must 
give up tho pursuits of our fathers. In place 
of the gun, bow and arrow we must take up the 
plow and live as white men do 
They 


must learn and love to wave tho Stars 
and 
Stripes, 
nnd nt a!] times to re- 


joice that they are American 
citizens. 


Our children must bo educated and learn tbe 
trades of the white men 
We must convince 


the world in this Columbian year that we are 
men and not savages. I u as pained to learn that 
some who should have been Interested In our 
people discouraged our coming to the fair, 
allotting that wo are heartless, soulless and 
Godless The great west has been swallowed 
up by the whito men, and by adoption we are 
children of this great republic When I crossed 
the great lake ana entered the gates of the 
White city I stood agbast trying to drink In 
Its greatness My heart throbbed within me, 
as In boyhood, when, for tbe first time with 
bow ID fiund, a frightened deer leaned out be- 
fore me 


Chief John Young was then present- 


ed to the people, but he did not speak. 
The two chiefs, Miss Sickels, Thad- 
deus S. Taylor, who came to Chicago 
1837, and whose father Lathrop M. 
Taylor, of South Ilend, Ind., was a 
witness to the sale of Chicago's site by 
the Pottawiittrunies, grasped the red, 
white and blue covered rope made 
from scores of contributions from 
all 
nations 
at 
the 
fair, 
and 


gave 
the 
big 
bell 
a 
number 


of quick strokes, followed bv the 
plaudits of the multitude. The chiefs 
then held a levee on the go-as-yon- 
please and got-there-if-you-can plan. 
After being photobTaphed they re- 
tired with their friends to see the fair. 


The ground of the terminal plaza 


could not be Men for the mass of peo- 
ple who filled it in front of the stand 
erected for the chorus of 2,000 voices 
under the direction of W. L. 
Tom- 


lins, an orchestra. The united ex- 
position 
bands 
and 
the 
Eighth 


cavalry Mexican band, accompanied 
the chorus in a mighty melody which 
aroused the 25,000 people in front to a 
high pitch of patriotic enthusiasm. 


While the festival of song and instru- 


mental music was in progress Chica- 
go's crack society cavalry troop, tho 
Chicago hussars, passed by on their 
fine horses from the Midway plaisance. 
A path for them was made through the 
multitude with difficulty. 


The Crowmnff Glory. 


^The crowning glory of Iho anniver- 


sary day was the pagcnutry which 
000,000 people viewed within the gates 
of the Columbian city last night. 


Soon after the sun went down to be 


replaced by the power of electricity, the 
procession of twenty-six magnificent 
floats, with their occupants of both 
sexea, entered the fair grounds through 
the 
Sixty-second-street 
gate. 
The 


first represented Chicago in her growth 
receiving all the nations of the earth. 
The hussars, in their trappings of sil- 
ver and black, followed as an escort, 
and the Iowa state band made the mu- 
sic. 
Then came the genius of Music 


surrounded by a select chorus of fifty 
women. The next float represented 
Chicago and typical motto "I will," 
guided by Liberty and surrounded by 
all the states of the union and wel- 
comed by all people of the union. At 
the four corners were Music, Sculpture, 
Science and Literature. 


Chicago in 1812, a trading port, and 


the memorable picture \vere next 
portrayed in a realistic picture. Chi- 
cago in war and peace were next de- 
picted in floats, which called for thun- 
ders of applause from the multitudi- 
nous throng. The Court of Honor. The 
Fire Fiend came next, representing Chi- 
cago prostrate in 1871. 
The Commerce 


of Chicago was represented by an ar- 
gosy with a single sail on which the 
world, which is symbolic of Chicago, 
was emblazoned. 


The most magnificent float in the 


entire procession was illustrative of 
Columbus at the court of Isabella. The 
characters of the float were assumed 
by the members of the Columbian club 
of Chicago. 


Floats 
were 
also 
furnished 
by 


foreign-born 
residents of Chicago, 


illustrating foreign-born charaters and 
foreign events. Great Britain, Sweden, 
Germany, Ireland, llohemia, France, 
Canada and Poland were represented 
by one or more floats after the Chicago 
pageant had passed between the black 
mass of humanity, partially illumi- 
nated by the electric lights. 


The last float in the procession was 
Electra, the Genius of Electricity," 


drawn by eight horses. It was repre- 
sented by enormous dragons changing 
color from green lo red and lighted 
within with 2,000 electric lights. 


There was a break in the procession 


utter those illustrating Chicago had 
passed and thousands started home- 
ward under the impression the night 
pageant was over. 


The fire-works display exceeded in 


magnificence 
anything 
heretofore 


given in the United States, if not in 
the world. The special pieces were 
illustrative of Old Fort. Dearborn, the 
Old City Hall, Chicago Welcoming the 
World; Old Glory, carried by Mr. 
Baldwin, the aeronaut, to the heavens; 
Chicago Triumphant, being a re-pro- 
duction of Niagara Falls along the 
peristyle; the Burning of Chicago, 
covering an area of 14,000 square feet, 
produced in four scenes, and the picture 
of Chicago's first mayor. The whole 
scene was a blaze of fairy lamps. 


All the avenues surrounding the 


court of honor, and every point of van- 
tage on the great buildings facing the 
court and the top of the peristyle, were 
filled with spectators for the afternoon 
procession, which was oalled the Re- 
union of States. 


Nearly 3,000 boys and girla, accom- 


[>anicd by bands, marched in sections 
to present the history of Commerce 
and resources the American states. 
The standards and shields of the states, 
with their names and the year of their 
sntry in the Union, were borne at the 
head of each procession. 


The Columbian guards who forced 


their way at the head of the procession 
through the standing mass of people) 
were almost forced back. Th« Iowa

State band, which followed close be- 
hind, were not able to play artistically. 


Blartne the Tabernacle Bell. 


The face of tbe earth on the plaza 


bounded by the Terminal station, Ad- 
ministration, Machinery hall and Min- 
ing buildings was hidden from human 
sight at noon by 100,000 souls brought 
together by a common desire to hear 
the bell of liberty ring out in honor of 
Chicago day and see it they could see 
Mayor Harrison, who held the rope 
of all nations, which brought tbe 
clapper in contact with the bell. 
From 
a 
height 
tho 
sea 
of 


upturned faces, hats- and bonnets pre 
sented a picture which has never been 
seen in this country. The people 
pushed and ernstied against each other, 
the center of the crush being just 
around the bell, where the mayor of 
Chicago stood, hat 
in hand, with 


other*, prepared to ring out for Chi 
cago. . Miss Sickels presented to him 
the original deed for th-j site upon 
which Chicago is built The mayor, 
in accepting the historic relic in 
the name of the city, said that the 
only people on earth who were 
entitled to and merited receiving U 
were the people of Chicago. He re- 
lated the early history of Chicago when 
it was a trading post between the 
great lakes and the Mississippi. He 
declared Chicago had thriven as no 
other city had ever thriven. Twenty- 
two years ago it had been devastated 
by fire. The pain of its sufferings bad 
gone to the utmost parts of the earth. 
Like NioTia it was all tours, and the 
world thought it would remain in 
tears; but with that energy peculiar 
to tbe people, It hod risen,phoenix-like, 
from its ashes. 


He acknowledged his descent from 


the original owners of Chicago, and in- 
formed the multitude that the blood of 
Pocahontas flowed in his veins. Chi- 
cago would always keep the deed 
which has just been presented arid see 
that law and order were always main- 
tained so that the city would become 
greater. 


The tens of thousands then surged 


away from the bell-ringing scene, and 
quickly dissolved in the mass of hu- 
manity which could be seen on every 
side. 


The force of guards was entirely in- 


adequate for the occasion, and com- 
plaints of pocket-picking, fainting 
women and struggling men wero heard 
and seen during the half hour which 
was occupied by the interesting cere- 
mony. 


The Attendance. 


Seven hundred thousand people- 


doubtless the greatest crowd that ever 
congregated—visited .the World's" fair 
yesterday breaking the ono-day record 
at Paris by an overwhelming majority, 
completely smothering the "big fair" 
figures of any other exposition ever 
held, and establishing a mark which 
it is safe to predict, tho present gener- 
ation will never se* again attained. 


When the morning sun, looking 


through a light mist, peeped over the 
white peristyle at 5 o'clock many peo- 
ple were nearing the different en- 
trances to the^ground, and by the time 
the gates wore opened at 0:80 fully 10,- 
000 people besieged each passage, eager 
for admission. From that hour until 
late in the afternoon there was a con- 
stant stream at every gate. 


The department of admissions hod 


an extra force on duty and every turn- 
style was kept registering at highest 
speed. Yet these facilities were inad- 
equate. 
At 10:80 every wagon gate 


was opened and a corps of men were 
stationed at each to take tickets reliev- 
ing the pressure from without to a 
marked degree. 


About 4 o'clock when it was seen 


that the crowds had diminished sufii* 
ciently to permit of successful hand- 
ling by the regular entrances the 
wagon gates were closed after 500,000 
people had been admitted. To this 
vast army 181,000 were added in the 
next 
three 
hours. 
The 
glorious 


October weather and 
the grand- 


ness of Chicago day at the fair, 
kept the crowds coming all after- 
noon and evening1, a conservative 
estimate at midnight places the attend- 
ance for the day at 761,000. The offi- 
cial figures will not be given out be- 
fore to-morrow as the great mass of 
tickets has nearly swamped the de- 
partment of admissions. Previous to 
this memorable day the palm for 
large attendance rested with Independ- 
ence day, July 4, when the attend- 
ance was 233,273. Other days notable 
for great crowds were: Illinois day, 
848,951; Transportation day, 331,522; 
Polish day (last Saturday), 828,170; 
Knights of Honor day, 316,643; Penn- 
sylvania day, 313,400, and Railroad day, 
802,876. The total number of paid ad- 
missions since the opening of the fair 
Is IG.493,070. The greatest day at 
Paris was 379,150, and at Philadelphia 
817,807. 


AN AWFUL EXPLOSION. 


Two Hundred Kesrs of Powder on a 


Freight Oar Biowe Up and Da- 


troys the Train. 


ALLIANCE, O., Oct. 9.—At 3:30 this 


evening an east-bound freight train 
on the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne & Chi- 
cago railroad passed the village of 
North Lawrence, a few miles cast of 
this city. A little later the inhabi- 
tants of the village were startled by a 
terrific explosion. The train had a 
car 
containing 
over 200 kegs of 


powder which in some mysterious 
manner became Ignited causing the 
explosion and the complete wrecking 
of the train. The track was torn to 
pieces for a distance of fifteen yards,, 
and an excavation, twenty feet be- 
neath the powder*car, was made. En- 
gineer Colvin and his fireman, whose 
name cannot be learned, were fatally 
burned.

Our Vigilant, 


THE LATTER HIS THE SEC01DRACB, 


Leaving Her Rival MUes hi the Rear, 


and Then Turns Around and 


Sails Back to Accom- 


pany Her 
In. 


NEW YORK, Oct 10.—Yesterday w»s 


Great Britain's day so far as weather 
for a yacht race was concerned, uui 
Lord Dunraven and all tho crew of the 
rakish black cutter were happy whet 
they went down the bay in the morn- 
ing. C. Oliver Iseleln and tha gallant 
crew of the white cup defender were 
the happy ones when the yachts came 
back in the afternoon. They had a 
triumphal escort of yachts and ex- 
cursion craft up the harbor, for the 
Vigilant had added another victory to 
her More. She had walked away from 
the Valkyrie In a wind that topped the 
sea with foam and drove clouds of spray 
over her weather bow. The day was 
an ideal one for an outside race. The 
sky was clear as a chrystal. It had 
the vigorous freshness of October in it, 
and every old salt who sniffed it in the 
early morning predicted a blowing 
day. 
The yachtsmen, American as 


well as British, were glad the day bad 
arrived when there oould be no excuse 
of light winds for either of the con- 
testants. All felt that the compara- 
tive merits of the two crack sin- 
gle-stickers would be plain before the 
day was over, and the anxious citizens 
of the two nations would be able to 
make something more than a guess as to 
which is the queen of the yachts. 


The first of the international races 


was & run to leeward and return; that 
of the second In the series ot three in 
five was a triangular course of thloty 
miles, ten miles to the leg. There 
was bound to be windward work and 
reaching and that always makes a 
prettier race than a leeward run. 


When the wind came up out of ,the 


southwest in the early morning all the 
yachtsmen and yachtswomen put on 
their blue caps and sea-going togs and 
started down the bay on the usual 
fleet of excursion boats, which In- 
cluded everything from a big ocean 
steamship to a naptha launch. The 
big boats were the popular ones and 
many of the small craft did not go half 
way down the bay before they turned 
tail to the seas that threatened to en- 
gulf them and returned to the city. 
There was the usual crowd of patri- 
otic citizens who went down to see to 
it personally that our Yankee sailoi 
boys did their duty in defense of the 
America's cup. They were not equal 
to Saturday's crowd In numbers, but 
they made more noise, especially 
when they saw the 
manner 
in 


which 
the 
white 
sloop showed 


tier 
stern 
to the 
black cutter. 


The Dolphin, with Admiral Gherardl 
on board, was conspicuous in the fleet. 
So was Wm K. Vandorbilt's new steam 
yacht Valiant, with the Countess of 
Dunraven on board. 
Other crack 


steamers were ex-Commodore Gery's 
Electra, E. C. Benedict's Oneida, Ogden 
Goelt's White Ladle and John Jacob 
Aster's Namourlah, which recently ran 
on the rocks. 


The excursion boats kept at a more 


respectful distance from the yachtfl 
than on any other previous day, and 
did not interfere with them in an; 
way. 


The two yachts left their anchorage 


off Bay Ridge, where they had been 
over Sunday, rather early. The Vigi- 
lant got away at 7:40, and the Valkyrie 
at 8 o'clock. Both boats were towed 
down to Sandy Hook. 
They wero 


saluted by in-coming steamers, tugd 
and excursion boats as they went down 
the bay. The wind was south-south- 
west and blowing fourteen miles ao 
lour. The Vigilant made for the 
Horseshoe where, under the (belter 
of

she ran 
up 
her 


main-sail, 
jib 
and 
forwtayiaU. 


She then 
went 
on 
out >to sea 


with her sails aiding the tug. The 
Valkyrie did not seem to find the 
breeze which was Retting stronger all 
,he time, and taking a short cut 
through the swash channel took sail as- 
she went. She even ran up her club 
top-Mil without heading up into the 
wind. TIfls was not her largest one, 
is there were indications of more wind 
atsr. Tbe Valkyrie arrived at the 
tendy Hook lightship an hour before 
he time of starting.

; ie demand for it, end consequently that 
,he only effect of a protective tariff is to 
increase the prioe ot tbe article to the 
consumer and unnoh the mannfactaier, 
the logic o! all which most be that tbe 
mportation ot foreign goods free, the 
ike of which we could employ oar own 
•bar in producing, woald not lessen the 
demand tor our own labor, and would 
not tend to reduce the price ot our own 
abor.; 


This brings as back to tbe proposition 


what is the difference between employing 
the foreign emigrant on American sod 
who voluntarily comes here, or importing 
and buying in competition with oar 
American-nude products the product tbe 
foreigner makes on his own soil? Ihe 
difference which some assume they can 
not see is plain. We are building up a 
ooantry of oar own. It was banded by 
toreigners and their descendants who de- 
sired a government better thsn that of 
monarobs and plutocrats. Bmo« the day 
it was founded people from all lands 
have oome to enjoy the benefits of tbe 
new government, and they are still com- 
ing. As soon KB tbe foreigner gate here 
with tbe intention ot remamg, he starts 
in to make a living—to make money. 
He is taxed to support the township, xhe 
oily and the state in which he lives 
He 


employee other men to build hie hone", 
ani do many other things. Qo patron- 
izes tbe home physician, the dentitt, the 
farmer, the grooerymao, the shoe mer- 
chant, the dry goods merchant, the hard- 
ward merchant, and contributes to tie 
support of schools and churches, and ia 
ready to dsfend the country in time of 
war. 
All these things the foreigners who 


came heje in the last 100 years have done, 
and his entire ability to do them reels on 
his ability to find remunerative emploj - 
menton American soil. The foreigner 
who labors abroad, and whose Ubor is 
represented in the price ot the goods im- 
ported to this ooantry, contributes noth- 
ing to ths fcupport of this government, 
and has no interest in it save that by 
the work of his liafldsho miy displace 
the labor in this country that might be 
employed in producing the goods which 
the foreigner imports. Time the differ- 
ence between tbe so-celled imported 
labor nnd the imported goods is eo large 
apd wide that no man on American eoll 
can honestly ueume there 13 no differ- 
ence.

tie BlcbMt °eoll*ce b th» Worta-He 
Wealth Hard to Bstlnate. 


The newspaper accounts of the estsite 


left by the late Senator Stanford have 
started speculation as to the value of 
his endowment of the university which 
bears his name. Few people have any 
definite idea of the actual sum of 
money represented by the property 
which will come Into the possession of 
the trustees sf the university when 
Mrs. Stanford dies. 
That property consists of three pieces 


of land—Palo Alto, 8,400 acres, of 
which a large portion is under high 
cultivation, being planted in vmos 
which have been fonnd to suit the soil; 
Srldley, aa,000 acres, which have been 
planted to wheat and will probably be 
gradually planted in vines, and Vina, 
59,000 acres, of which between 4,000 and 
5,000 acres are planted in vines. Of 
these three the Vina estate is, of 
Bourse, the moat valuable. There are, 
b round numbers, 8,000,000 jrrapevlnes 
pn the estate, which yielded last year j 
11,000 tons of grapes. 
When, all the 


vines now planted are in full bearing 
the product will be something like! 
80,000 tons of grapes per year, and tho 
vineyard is growing from year to year. 
A large portion of the Vina estate la 
used for raising horses of all the 
various breeds, and other portions are' 
employed as cow pastures, sheep past- 
ures &nd hog pastures. It ia difficult 
to form an adequate idea of the money 
value of such land at the present time 
and almost 
impossible to guess 


what it will be when a better knowl- 
edge of 
the 
peculiarities of Boil 


and climate and the handling- ot 
the grapes will enable California 
wines to command the same price as 
the foreign product But land which 
will grow five tons of grapes to the 
acre has a definite and well-known 
value in France and Germany, and 
there is no reason why It should be 
different here It la worth as nearly 
as possible $3,000 an acre in the Gizonde 
and on the Rhine, and though it could 
not be sold for any such sum at present 
in this state, it will earn interest on 
tbat amount Thus the Vina vineyard 
alone represents an endowment to the 
college of $8,000,000 and a present in- 
come of about taw.OOO a year. This, it 
will be remembered, is exclusive of tba 
Palo Alto propertyr the Gridley ranch, 
and tho fifty-odd thousand acres oi 
land at Vina not planted in vines. If 
all the land in the thise properties 
which is suited to vine-growing were 
planted in vines it would represent the 
enormous sum of {200,000,000 and an 
annual income of over ?11,000,000. 


No university In America has any- 


thing like such an endowment Ac- 
cording to the college registers leading 
universities are endowed as follows 
Columbia, $13,000,000, Harvard, *ll,00fl,- 
000, 
Yale, $10,000,000, University of 


California, $7,000,000; Johns Hopkins 
98,000,000. The endowment of the Lo 
land Stanford cannot be added to the 
list, because no one can tell its real 
amount The Vina vineyard represent 
$8,000,000 at present, with a posssibl 
extension to over ten times that amoun 
in the onrly future, but no ono pas 
Besses the information required to ap- 
praise Palo Alto or Gridley.

761,038, of whom it is stated 708,0.1 paid 
their way into the grounds. Tbe weather 
waa perfect, a bracing breeze coming in 
off tbe lake. 


Th* pageant at night waa a brilliant 


affair. At th* head of the pageant rod* 
the Chicago Hnsears, followed by a band 
of a thousand pieces. 
The procession 


wended its way through all the principal 
avenues ot the White City and people 
occupied every inch of ground and all 
available spaoo on the buildings. AH ot 
tbe lawns were alive with people. 


Accidents were few and only a small 


proportion of them were fatal. Th* ma- 
jority ot those hurt were from outside 
poinlB and the trouble arose from their 
not being as cautions aa tbe native Ohi- 
eagoan is in navigating the streets and 
getting on tbe cars. 


Those killed were: Charles A. Clark of 


Buffalo, N. Y., and Thomas Bobertsoa 
of Fremont, Minn., both struck by a 
cable car; James Malcolm ot Ban Fran- 
Franoieoo, Oal., died from a stroke ot 
apoplexy at the fair; John Dryden of 
Chicago was killed by the premature ex- 
plosion of a bomb.

None of 
these are thought to be fatally hnrt, bat 
they, as well as many others whose 
names wen not learned, will have pain- 
ful reminders ot the day for some time 
to coma. 


The greatest crush occurred at the 


Congress e'reet depot ot the Elevated 
road. The crowd there was simply ter- 
rific, and despite the utmost efforts ot 
the police to k*ep them back, the jam 
was snoh that women began to taint and 
then panic followed, resulting in serious 
injury to many people. 


Thsra ware a number of distressing 


accidents on the fair ground proper at 
night, owing to tbe awful crush. The 
hospital record at 6 o'clock showed lees 
than forty slight oaanalitias. Two hoars 
later the number bad increased to 125. 
Of these most were women who bad 
fainted and fallen in a heap in the met- 
ing and Barging mass that aeemej to 
hava lost all powers of reason and 
tramped npon the prostrate forms. 


There was another terrific jam at the 


Sixty-third street exit, where the people 
in their impatience broke down tbe fence. 


At 11:30 p. m. thousands ot people 


were waiting tor trains, and it looked as 
it it wonld be early morning before all 
ot them oonld get down town.
